Rt, Rev. Bishop Edward 
Gagnon of St. Paul officiat- 
ed at a concelebrated 
solemn funeral mass, ass- 
isted by Monsignor E, 
Rooney of W estlock and Rev, 
Fathers C, Poirier, C. Pre=- 
fontaine, A, Desjardin, H, 
Bois, L, Morrissette,R, 
Grandin, J, Redman, G, Las- 
sonde, E, Fournier, R,

The funeral procession 
was headed by Rev. G H,

Rev, FatherFerdinand 
Bourrassa, assistant pastor 
in Morinville, was director 
of the church services, Cor- 
poral David Rooke, RCMP 
Morinville detachment, was 
in charge of traffic during 
the funeral cortege.
